CHANGE IN BOER TACTICS. 


London, Feb. 1. The correspondent 


of the Times at Lourenzo Marques tel- 
egraphing yesterday says- 


"Information has been received here 


from the Transvaal that the war de- 
partment, convinced that It would be 
useless to storm Ladysmith and that 
the bombardment will continue Inef- 
fective, has decided upon a change of 
tactics. Huge quantities of timber and 
sand bags and hundreds of Kaffirs have 
been sent from,Johannesburg and Pre- 
toria, for the purpose of damming Klip 
river some miles below Ladysmith. the 
idea being to flood the .own and to

surrection and containing his version 
of the alleged recognition of the Fil- 
ipino republic by Admiral Dewey. 


Senator Lodge of Massachusetts pro- 


tested against printing the document 
in any form, and read a letter from Ad- 
miral Dewey in which tbat portion of 
Agumaldo's statement iclatins to the 
admiral was denounced as "a, tissue of 
falsehoods." 


Senators on the floor listened with 


eager attention and many gallery spec- 
tators leaned far over the railings in 
their desire not to miss a sentence 


Mr. Lodge said he preferred accept-

Something New In His Experience, 


Which Inspires Him with More Hope

"On a number of occasions," said the 


struggling young author, "I have re- 
ceived with manuscripts 
returned 


pleasant, kindly letters; but on one oc- 
casion only have I received with a re- 
turned manuscript, any critical com- 
ment. Those who have had experience 
In sending manuscripts to publishers, 
and receiving them back, will bring 
to mind two sentences that are more 
or less familiar in the printed letters 
of declination.

unlawful purpose assembled in the city 
of Frankfort the first and second regi- 
ments of the Kentucky State guard 
and by force of arms have unlawfully 
taken possession of the 
ball of the 


House of Representatives and Senate 
chamber of the State of Kentucky, as 
well as all other public buildings and 
archives of the commonwealth and by 
force, intimidation and violence expell- 
ed the general assembly from the capl- 
tol buildings and 
refused to permit 


the senate and house of representatives 
to hold their session therein anl are 
now terrorizing the representatives of 
tlie people and other good citizens of 
tho commonwealth; now therefore, I, 
\VtIliam Goebel, governor of the oom- 
rronwealth of Kentucky, do heu'by 
ccmmand the said first and se 'onJ leg- 
in-.ents of the Kentucky state guard, 
ar>d each and every officer cud mprabar 
thereof, to return to tli^ir homes and 
several vocations and there remain un 
til called into active service. 


I also command ull other persohs 


wnctsoevcr, who are now unlawfully 
engaged in inteifcring with and intim- 
idating members of the general assem- 
bly of this commonwealth, to disband 
and desist from terrorising and intim- 
idating tho said memh'Yo of the geiicral 
assembly, and all other &oud citizens 
of this commonwealth.

Democratic club. This was the crown- 
ing feature of a busy day. Col. Bryan, 
with Congressman Lentz ot Ohio ami 
ex-Governor John P. Altgeld of Illi- 
nois, left Boston early this morning, 
and each snoke at a mass meeting held 
in the city hall at Lawrence at noon. 
That city was left behind at 2 o'clock, 
and at Haverhill Mr. Bryan appeared 
on the rear platform of the car and 
made a short speech to about 1000 per- 
sons. He was presented with a large 
bouquet of roses and shook hands with 
most of thosa in his immediate vicin- 
ity.At Dover there was a large crowd 
who were indulged to the extent of a 
little handshaking, but from this point 
there was nothing of especial interest 
along

journey. Portland was 


reached at 5 o'clock and t!ie members 
of the party taken to the Hotel Fal- 
mouth.

Mr. Gallinger (N. H.) complained of 


the pain he suffered in listening to the 
discussion of any proposition to give 
comfort to the country's enemy. He 
was not going to use the word treason, 
but it was, in his opinion, time that 
tbla. kind of presentation. shouM cease 
In the Senate. He complained of what 
he called Mr. Pettlgrew's sneers at the 
American soldiers and his 
charges 


against the President. To him the 
question was simple and it was whether 
we should believe a man who was in 
open rebellion or the hero of Manila 
Bay.

Mr. Jones (Ark.) said that the most 


unfortunate circumstance that had hap- 
pened In connection with the discussion 
of the Philippine subject was the dis- 
position to cut off debate and suppress 
facts. He would have the censorship 
removed, not only in Manila but in the 
departments in Washington. 


Mr. Lodge said he had objected only 


to the circulation by the government 
of the words attributed to 
Admiral 


Dewey, which the admiral had never 
uttered. 


"If they are to be distributed." he 


said, "let it be done at the expense of 
people who like that sort of thing." 
PETTIGHEW'S ACTION DEPRECAT- 


ED. 


Mr. Sewell (N. J ) said that he had 


opposed the acquisition of the Philip- 
pines, but so soon as the Pans treaty 
was ratified he had acquiesced in the 
result. 


"I saw the flag attacked," he said, 


"and after that with mo it was the 
country and the flag right our wrong.' 


He referred to the fact that he had 


a son on Lawton's staff. 


"I deprecate beyond measure," 
he 


said, "the action o£ the Senator 
from 


South Dakota." 


He declared that under the circum- 


stances he considered Mr. Pettigrew a 
traitor to his country and his conduct 
as monstrous. It was beyond com- 
prehension and outrageous In the ex- 
treme that a man clothed with the dig- 
nity of a Senator should attempt 
to 


furnish here a forum to such an arch- 
traitor as Aguinaldo. 


He stated that Gen. Lawton himself 


told him (Sewell) that he hold that 
the continuance of be war was due TO 
those who had not accepted the result 
of the peace treaty, naming notably 
Mr. Pettigrew. He believed Lawton's 
death was due to Mr. Pettigrew as li- 
rectly as to the bullet of the Filipino 
who shot him down. 


Mr. Teller made a pacificatory speech. 


He agreed that there had been 
too 


much suppression of facts. 
Every Sen- 


ator had a right. i.e said, to express 
his views here whether for or against 
the government Still he was opposed 
to printing Aguinaldo's statement be- 
cause it raised a question of veracity 
unless Admiral Dewey's denial was to 
go with it. He saw no occasion for 
the characterization of a Senator as a 
traitor. Still the fact mus be recog- 
nized that the country was in a war 
and the hands of the Administration 
must be upheld. 


Mr. Hawley denounced Aguinaldo as 


a torger, an embezzler and scoundrel, 
saying that he was responsible for this 
wholly Unnecessary war. Everyone 
knew that when the proper time came 
it was the intention to lead the Fili- 
pinos into paths of self-ROvernraent, but 
while the war was on he was unalter- 
ably opposed to giving any comfort io 
the enemy and those who would cir- 
culate the pamphlet under considera- 
tion would be responsible 
for

bloodshed it would cause. If Mr. Pet- 
tigrew was (Jiir-miniled he would pro- 
pose to print Admiral Dewey's letter 
with the document, "but he will not 
to do that" he added, "because to do 
so would brand his friend as a liar." 


REPLY TO ACCUSATIONS. 


Mr. Pettigra-w replied briefly to the 


accusations against him. He said that 
he yielded to no man in nis devotion 
to the country or the flag, But he had 
his own opinion as to how best the 
country's honor might be sustained. He 
did not believe it could be sustained 
by reversing the .policy that govern- 
ments derive their Just powers from 
the consent of the governed and ac- 
cepting the present Administration's 
usurpatory poncy.

Horseman: "The fact is that the 
sooner an owner of horses establishes 
a reputation for always describing his 
horse' faithfully and accurately, the 
morel money he will eventually make 
out of his business. It doesn't pay to 
try to catch suckers at the horse sell- 
ing game—that is much better left to 
those that make a specialty of dispos- 
ing of widows' • horses. Horses are 
high enough now in all conscience and 
the best way is to let each animal sell 
on his merits. We have known men 
driven out of the market altogether by 
being deceived by an advertisement. 
The amount of time and money wasted 
in going to see horses that would not 
come up to the descriptions given of 
them so disgusted JAem that they 
determined to go without rather than 
trust! themselves among such a pack 
of wolves as the men with horses to 
sell seemed to be. Who can blame 
these gentlemen for judging the whole, 
erroneous though their judgment was, 
by the dishonorable part with which 


varlanly 'rejected. To be acceptable 
the hoofs- must point straight to the 
front, since horses with'such hoofs are 
rarely-subject to' "interference" or 
"oyer reaching," two vices which are
